THE CRUCIFIXION OF CHRIST 


Text: “And when they were come 
to the place which is called Calvary, 
there they crucified him, and the 
malefactors, the one on the right 


Ou. and the other on the left,” 


. 





uke 23:33. 

Pilate, a Roman ruler, after being 
thoroughly convinced of the divinity 
and the innocency of Christ, against 
his own convictions and conscience 
yielded to the clamoring mob of the 
scribes and Pharisees, scourged Jesus 
and delivered Him to the Roman sol- 
diers for execution, the soldiers being 
under command of the centurion, who 
was a Roman army officer, customar- 
ily in command of one hundred sol- 
diers. This particular officer, how- 
ever, could have had under his com- 
mand less than the full number. 

We do not know just where the 
law of crucifying victims originated, 
but as far back as Joseph’s imprison- 
ment in the Egyptian prison, such 
laws were in effect. In the same prison 
with Joseph were the king’s baker and 
butler who each had a dream that 
troubled them. Joseph interpreted 
their dreams which was, “Yet within 
three days shall Pharaoh lift up thy 
head from off thee and shall hang 
thee on a tree, and the birds shall eat 
thy flesh from off thee.” The cross 
was often referred to as a tree, and 
there is no doubt but what the chief 
baker died upon the cross and hanged 
there until the birds ate his flesh 
away, as was often the custom. 

Where this method of execution 
originated is unknown, but it is prob- 

ble that the Jews borrowed it from 
the Romans. It was considered the 
most horrible form of death one could 
die, and was used in the case of the 
vilest criminals. The one to be cruci- 
fied was to be stripped naked of all 
his clothes and then followed the most 
awful moment of all. He was laid 
down upon the implement of torture. 
His arms were stretched along the 
crossbeams, and at the center of the 
open palms the point of a huge iron 
nail was placed, which, with the blow 
of a mallet, was driven home into the 
wood. Then through either foot, sep- 
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arately or possibly through both to- 
gether as they were placed one over 
the other, another huge nail tore its 
way through the quivering flesh. 

To prevent the hands and feet be- 
ing torn away by the weight of the 
body, which could rest upon nothing 
but four great wounds, there was 
about the center of the cross a wood- 
en projection strong enough to sup- 
port at least a part of the human 
body, which soon became a weight of 
agony. Then the accursed tree, with 
its living human burden, was slowly 
heaved up and the end fixed firmly in 





a hole in the ground. The feet were 
but a little above the earth. The vic- 
tim was within easy reach of every 
cruel hand that desired to strike him. 

Death by crucifixion seemed to in- 
clude all the pain and suffering that 
could possibly go with death. The 
victim died from cramp, thirst, starva- 
tion, sleeplessness, fever, mortification 
of unattended wounds; all intensified 
just up to the point at which they 
can be endured at all, but all stop- 
ping just short of the point to give 
the sufferer the relief of unconscious- 
ness. 

The unnatural position made every 
movement painful. The lacerated 
veins and crushed tendons throbbed 


with anguish and pain; the wounds, 
inflamed by exposure, gradually gan- 
grened; the arteries, especially of the 
head and stomach, became swollen 
and oppressed with blood; and while 
each variety of misery went on grad- 
ually increasing, there was added to 
them the great pain of burning thirst. 
Such was the death to which Christ 
was doomed. 

The victims often thus hung in the 
publicity of shame for three days and 
nights before the final end came. 
Then the body was usually left to rot 
on the cross by the action of the sun 
and rain, or to be devoured by the 
birds or wild beasts. The crucified vic- 
tim was seldom ever buried. But in the 
case of our Lord, Joseph of Arimathea, 
who was also a member of the Sanhe- 
drin court and a disciple of the Lord, 
went boldly to Pilate and begged for 
the body of Jesus that it might not 
hang on the cross of shame during 
the feast of the passover when so 
many curiosity seekers would be gaz- 
ing at the mangled and torn body of 
his Savior. Joseph’s request was 
granted and with tender and loving 
hands the body was released from the 
cross and laid in a new tomb hewn 
in stone. 

After Pilate delivered Jesus into 
the hands of his soldiers for cruci- 
fixion, they took Him into the com- 
mon hall, gathered the whole band of 
soldiers, stripped Him and put on Him 
a scarlet robe. When they had platted 
a crown of thorns, they put it upon 
His head, and a reed in His right 
hand. Then they bowed their knees 
before Him, and mocked, saying, 
“Hail, King of the Jews.” They spit 
upon Him, and took the reed and 
smote Him on the head. After they 
had mocked Him, they took the robe 
off, put His own garment on Him, and 
led Him away to be crucified, He first 
bearing His own cross. The Bible does 
not say that He fell under the cross, 
but the inference is that He was 
physically unable to bear the weight 
of the cross. Then they compelled one 
Simon of Cyrene to bear the cross un- 
to Calvary.

“Hebrew, Greek, and Latin” (John 
19:20). Pilate, who was _ evidently 
anxious that all should read it, went 
beyond the usual custom of fixing up 
a condemned man’s accusation in one, 
or at most two languages, and in this 
case had it written out in three dif- 
ferent languages, viz.: (1) Hebrew, 
the vernacular or natural language of 
the Jews—that is, the religious lan- 
guage (representing the Covenant 
Race—God’s law). (2) Greek, which 
was the usual language spoken by 
the people (representing art and 
learning—human wisdom). (3) Latin, 
which was the official language—i.e., 
of the Romans (representing power 
and conquest—worldly empire).

Hull Says Fascism Nests in Argen- 
tina; Germans Finance Catho- 
lic Party There 


At his press conference on Septem- 
ber 7, Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
charged that Argentina was the head- 
quarters of the Fascist movement in 
the Western Hemisphere. 

‘In this same connection a signifi- 
cant statement was made over the 
British radio, as heard by CBS, in a 
report from Ankara on June 26. Franz 
von Papen, then German Ambassador 
to Turkey, the announcement said, 
had accumulated the sum of 1,000,000 
pounds sterling (about $4,000,000) in 
the Argentine with which to form a 
German Catholic Party. Von Papen is 
widely known as the “Pope’s German 
voice.” 

In view of the close tie-up between 
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the Nazis and the Vatican, it was not 
surprising when the Pope recently 
made an appeal on behalf of the Ger- 
mans, pleading with London inhab- 
itants to forgive the Germans for air 
raids and treat them in a Christian 
attitude.

Dangers of Complacency 


Right at the time our armies were 
facing their greatest dangers, we here 
in America as laborers and citizens 
were letting up, and wanting peace- 
time goods to be manufactured, with 
the idea that the war was about over 
in Europe. This sinister dope idea is 
by this time over, after our armies 
were overrun because of under- 
estimating the strength of. the enemy 
and probable lack of supplies because 
of complacency and strikes at home 
on the labor fronts. How much like 
many professed Christians was this 
defeat and all that contributed to it. 
Many, because of the lack of prayer 
and preparedness, are suddenly at- 
tacked by Satan and defeated because 
they are not alert and watchful in 
prayer. Two things necessitate pre- 
paredness for any eventualities among 
Christians: (1) the imminent coming 
of Christ for a holy people, Matt.

44; (2) Satan is ever going about as 
a roaring lion seeking whom he may 
devour, 1 Peter 5:8.

European Surviving Jews 


LONDON (JPA-Palcor)—One and a 
half million Jews, and perhaps more, 
survive in Europe today, besides the 
Jews residing in Russia, according to 
reliable information in the possession 
of the Jewish Agency for Palestine, it 
was revealed here by Eliahu Dobkin, 
deputy member of the Jewish Agency 
Executive in charge of immigration 
who has come to Britain on a rescue 
mission. It would be total irresponsi- 
bility, he said, to give way to resigna- 
tion and assume that those Jews can- 
not be saved and that there are no 
means for saving them. Ways and 
means for rescue definitely exist, he 
stated. 

France now holds about 100,000 
Jews, he said, including 20,000 chil- 
dren, orphans of people deported for 
extermination. “These children are 
scattered all over the country, hidden 
in monasteries and other places and 
will be lost to the Jews unless they 
are absorbed in Palestine,’ Mr. Dob- 
kin pointed out. “When all of Poland 
is liberated probably 180,000 Jewish 
survivors will be found, broken in 
body and spirit. They will have to be 
brought to Palestine. Rescue work will 
therefore not be over even when the 
Jews are freed from the Nazi yoke.”— 
B’nai B’rith Messenger. 





When God talks He has something 
to say worth listening to. 
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Text: “And ye shall be witnesses 
unto me both in Jerusalem, and in all 
Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth,” Acts 1:8. 

In these words are found the seeds 
of perpetuation for the Church. It 
is true that Christ had given His com- 
mission to the apostles before His 
crucifixion, but now after He has tri- 
umphed over death and is ready for 
His return to the Father, He again 
calls them close to Him and renews 
the commission and promises them 
power to carry it to a conclusion. 

This commission was given to the 
apostles as ministers of that Church 
which Christ came and shed His blood 
to establish, therefore it becomes the 
commission of the Church, and the 
power promised to the fulfillment of 
it becomes the power of the Church. 

THE NECESSARY POWER 

Christ knew that His presence 
would be greatly missed. He would 

ot be with His disciples to call at- 
tention to their errors. He would not 
be at their side to lift them when they 
stumbled or to raise them from the 
waves as they began to sink. He would 
not even be present as a great general 
to marshal His forces against the 
“gates of hell,” which would surely be 
opened against the newly-formed 
Church which He was leaving. So they 
must have power. They must have a 
force to lead and to guide them in 
their great undertaking, therefore He 
said, “I will not leave you comfortless: 
I will come to you.” John 14:18. And 
then again, the manner in which He

would come to them or provide for 
them in their new work was 
thoroughly described when He said, 
“And I will pray the Father, and he 
will send you another Comforter, 
that he may abide with you forever,” 
John 14:16. In verse 26 of this same 
chapter, this Comforter is declared to 
be the Holy Ghost, sent in His name 
or in His stead to complete the work 
which He had begun. Yes, the ministry 
of Christ (in the days of His flesh) 
was of short duration, but in the clos- 
ing hours of that ministry He prom- 
ised them leadership and guidance 
which would furnish them with power 
to motivate the Church through all of 
the trials which Judaism would form 
against it, and would carry the gos- 
pel to the entire world. 
THE PURPOSE OF POWER 

It is quite significant that im- 
mediately after the promise of the 
Holy Ghost, and with it “power,” Je- 
sus, in His last commission, said, “And 
ye shall be witnesses unto me.” It is 
plain to be understood that the pur- 
pose of this special anointing and 
power was for the evangelization of 
the world with the new doctrine and 
salvation brought to earth by our Lord 
and committed to His Church to prop- 
agate. There was no other way for it 
to go but for it to be told, and there 
was none other to tell it than those 
who had been the glad recipients of 
it. Thus the baptism with the Holy 
Ghost was given as a power for serv- 
ice, a power to witness for Christ, for 
He had said of the Holy Ghost, “He 
shall testify of me and ye also shall 
bear witness.” John 15:26, 27. Yes, in 
this the Church is provided with a 
double testimony, one of the Holy 
Spirit and the other in response to 
His testimony by those who receive 
Him. 

A MISSION TO MAN 

It may seem like foolishness for 
men to preach to others. It was that 
way in the days of the Apostle Paul, 
for in his message to the Corinthians 
he said, “For after that in the wisdom 
of God the world by wisdom knew not 
God, it pleased God by the foolishness 
of preaching to save them that 
believe,” 1 Cor. 1:21. It remains, there- 
fore, that after philosophy and 
worldly wisdom has failed to reveal 
God as God and Christ as the Savior 
of mankind, that God pleased to re- 
veal Himself to man through the sim- 
ple process of preaching. 

If then it is God’s plan to save peo- 
ple through the foolishness or sim- 
plicity of preaching, it must be done. 


If it is the commission of the Church 
to witness through its ministers, then 
it is the mission of the Church to pro- 
vide means and methods to carry the 
testimony and message of its ministry. 
How else can it be carried, and how 
else can man be saved? It is agreed 
by all that man must believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ to be saved. Acts 
16:31. But how shall they believe in 
Him of whom they have not heard? 
and how shall they preach except they 
be sent? Rom. 10:14. The commission 
of the Church is fulfilled in its mission 
to man. The responsibility of the gos- 
pel message being preached to the en- 
tire world is that of the Church, for 
the mission of the Church is missions. 
FOREIGN MISSIONS 

Is it enough to bear witness to one’s 
neighbor of the glorious gospel of 
Christ, and of His plan of salvation for 
the lost? Listen again to these words 
of our text, “ ... both in Jerusalem, 
and in Judea, and in Samaria, and 
unto the uttermost part of the earth.” 

The Church must remain and be es- 
tablished in Jerusalem, but it must 
get out of Jerusalem. The Church 
must work Judea and Samaria but it 
must do more. Where must it go and 
what shall be the extent of its limita- 
tions? The answer is simple—The 
uttermost part of the earth. Had the 
apostles been content to preach in 
Jerusalem, Judea, and Samaria alone, 
the Gentile world would have been 
without the plan of salvation, and the 
glorious message of a risen Christ 
which follows it would have never 
reached us. 

The Church then must have a plan 
to carry its message, and no other 
plan or foundation for a plan can be 
found than the one described in the 
foreign mission history of the Church 
at Antioch. 

CALLED AND SENT 

The story of the beginning of 
foreign missions, as sponsored by the 
Church as a body, is a beautiful and 
interesting one. And strange as it may 
seem, the first Church on record to 
take such a step was one that was 
outside of the pales of Jewry and a 
church that had many Gentile con- 
verts. It was one which later and once 
for all at the Jerusalem Council had 
the Gentile question settled. See Acts 
15. 

Then let us listen to the record of 
this church and its first missionary 
endeavors. “Now there were in the 
church that was at Antioch certain 
prophets and teachers; as Barnabas,

His 
promise to us is that as our days are 
so shall our strength be and that He 
will not leave us but He will be with 
us in six troubles and not forsake us 
in seven. And Jesus promised that He 
will be with us alway, even unto the 
end of age. . 

APPREHENSIVE, YET ASSURED 

There are times when we feel ap- 
prehensive. We can sense, from the 
conditions about us and the very feel- 
ing of the atmosphere, that tragedy is 
before us or something is threatening 
our lives, but at such a time we have 
the blessed assurance that God is able 
to keep that which we have commit- 
ted into His hands against that day. 

THEN—WHO KNEW? 

David tells us in the tenth verse of 
this same Psalm that: “The days of 
our years are threescore years and 
ten; and if by reason of strength they 
be fourscore years, yet is their strength 
labour and sorrow; for it is soon cut 
off, and we fly away.” 

NOW—WHO KNOWS? 

But this doesn’t mean that every 
one will live to be seventy or eighty 
years old. We have already wit- 
nessed the fact that life hardly be- 
gins for some until it ends. Others 
live a few weeks, a few minutes or a 
few years and pass away, while oth- 
ers live to be even over one hundred 
years of age before they go the way 
of all the earth. 

ALL OF OUR TIME IS GOD’S 

The thing we want to interest our- 
selves in is this, that the Lord will 
teach us how to apply our hearts 
unto wisdom every moment,- every 
minute, every hour, every day, and 
if we are able to apply ourselves in 
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this way, naturally the weeks and 

the months of this year and all the 

other years that we shall live will be 

utilized in such a way as to mean 

achievements for God, lost hu- 

manity, and the Church of God. 
LIFE’S VELOCITY!!! 

Just being able to read the hands 
of the clock doesn’t mean that we 
can properly calculate time. God 
must touch our minds and our hearts 
and our lives so that we can realize, 
first, that time and tide wait for no 
man, that our days are swifter than 
a weaver’s shuttle, and there are 
shuttles that pass to and fro over 
the looms two hundred and sixty or 
more times a minute. We must 
realize that the present, past, and 
future are so closely associated they 
can hardly be separated. It seems at 
times that we are living in all three 
of these tenses at the same time. 
One poet said, “Time is fleeting like 
the binding of the sheaf, like the 
falling of a leaf, be in time.” 

SCHEDULES 

If the planets in the heavens were 
to miss their schedule one minute, 
there would be an _ astronomical 
catastrophe that would mean a 
blackout to the whole world. The 
success of the world in all of its en- 
terprises depends on regularity. 

To miss a train doesn’t mean that 
you have to be five, ten, fifteen min- 
utes late, but just one minute means 
that you have missed a train. No 
matter how important your business 


may be or how urgent it may be to 
make the trip. to be one minute late 
means that your trip is delayed. 

God, help us to realize as we g 
about our work this year, that on 
of the greatest requirements is that 
we be punctual. It is just as possible 
for a minister or a member to prac- 
tice procrastination and God’s work 
to be embarrassed as it is for a sin- 
ner to practice it and be lost. 

In a city of Greece stands a great 
statue of a man who is leaning for- 
ward, his hair over his face, and on 
the bottom of this statue is this 
epitaph: 

“I am opportunity. When I am 
gone you can’t pull me back.” 

RIGHT OR WRONG? 

Ministers, it is a fact that you can 
start your service at eight o’clock 
when you have announced that you 
will start at 7:30, but is that right? 
Members, it is a fact that your pas- 
tor can put up with your coming in- 
to the services fifteen or thirty min- 
utes late, but is that right? Superin- 
tendents of Sunday Schools and 
teachers, your Sunday Schools and 
classes can put up with your being 
late and slothful about your work, 
but is that right? 


THE PASTOR, PEOPLE AND 
PROGRAM 

Pastors, you have your program 
outlined and you have agreed unan- 
imously to “put it over,’ not par- 
tially but one hundred per cent! 
Now, the question is, “Will you do 
it promptly and cheerfully, or re- 
luctantly?” 

Present the program to your mem- 
bers in such a way that they will not 
feel that you are taxing or assessing 
them. In other words, that it is ten 
cents or else, it is one dollar or else, 
it is fifty cents or else, but in such 
a way as to show them it is their 
happy privilege to give. 

It is a fact that we must have our 
program so outlined that we will know 
how to take care of each department ' 
of the Church, but after all, the thing 
for us to do as ministers is to see that f 
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the spirit of the Lord Jesus and the 
good Holy Ghost is prevalent in the 
lives of all our members and in all 
the services and when that is true the 
spirit of giving will be there because 
their hearts will be filled with first 
love. Yes, the love that they had when 
the Lord saved them. The love that 
they had when they came into the 
Church and pledged loyalty to the 
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Church and the program in general. 
The love that will keep a fire burn- 
ing in the members’ hearts, and espe- 
ially on the altar of the Church. 

Yes, let us pray, “O Lord, teach us 
to number our days.” °* 

From the time this paper will be 
issued we will have approximately 
three hundred and _ “sixty days. 
We want these to be full days. Yes, 
full of victory, full of triumph, full of 
success, and full of program, but don’t 
expect these things without sacrifice, 
effort and a fight against the adver- 
sary of the Church of God and our 
souls. 

Pray that the Lord will teach us 
how to pray. Pray effectually, pray 
fervently, pray earnestly, pray pro- 
tractedly, pray with fasting, pray with 
crying, pray with yearning; yes, pray 
until we pray through for ourselves, 
for our members, for every depart- 
ment of the Church. 

You remember that it is said, “The 
effectual fervent prayer of a right- 
eous man availeth much.” 

PRAY TO PREACH 

Pray, “Lord, teach us how to 
preach,” for if He doesn’t anoint us 
and the good Holy Ghost fill our lives, 
select our subjects and inspire our 
messages, we will be beating the air 
while in the pulpit. 

PRAY TO WIN SOULS 

Pray, “Lord, teach us to win souls,” 
and we will be able to prove to the 
world that we are wise and that we 
are applying our hearts to wisdom. If 
you win souls you will have to be wise 
as a serpent and harmless as doves. 
You will have to study the nature and 
the needs of lost souls. You will have 
to let winning the lost be your work, 
your mission, and your problem. 

BE REPRESENTATIVES 

Then pray, “Lord, teach us to repre- 
sent the Church, to protect the 
Church and stand for the Church in 
such a way that the souls we win will 
be induced to unite with us and be- 
come a part of the Church, mind, 
heart, soul, and body.” 

BE GOOD DIETITIANS 

And again pray, “Lord, teach us how 
to feed the members that we already 
have and others that you will give us 
this year. Feed them so that they will 
grow and thrive and be healthy and 
stalwart men and women, boys and 
girls in the Church of God to support 
it, to defend it, and to live for it.”

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God and the Convoy 


(Originally from The Evangelical 
Christian) 

Here is a story of God’s providential 
protection of a convoy on its perilous 
journey across the Atlantic. It is told 
by a Christian Captain of the Mer- 
chant Navy in “The Evangel” of 
Johannesburg, South Africa: 

A few months ago my ship was one 
of a convoy of liners detailed to carry 
a Canadian division across the At- 
lantic Ocean. Secretly, from different 
places, the troop trains steamed into 
the docks of an American port. Draw- 
ing up alongside the various liners, 
the troops embarked, after which no 
officer or man was allowed ashore, to 
preserve the secrecy of the. sailing. 

But, in some way, the Germans 
knew, and the evening before our de- 
parture “Lord Haw Haw” announced 
that all was known. The very ships’ 
names—my own ship’s name included 
—were given out on the German wire- 
less as the announcer declared that 
not one vessel would succeed in reach- 
ing Great Britain. 

This news depressed some of the 
troops, but to me it was a challenge 
from Satan, and going to my cabin I 
got on my knees before God and, like 
Hezekiah of old, told Him all about 
it. I did not seek personal safety, but 
I asked God that if it were His will 
He would frustrate the designs of 
the enemy and bring the whole con- 
voy safely across the ocean. 

The next day we started. At noon 
the line of stately ships packed with 
troops steamed out of the harbour. 
As we did so we left a sunlit port for 
as dense a fog as one could ever find 
at sea. One vessel could not see an- 
other. Navigation was dangerous and 
difficult, and this caused some mur- 
muring on board. But, realizing the 
safety that the fog afforded us from 
the enemy, I welcomed it and pointed 
out its protective value. 

The Germans had not made this 
threat to sink us without meaning it. 
I had the Commodore of the convoy 
on board and so was in touch with all 
the admiralty messages. During the 
days and nights required to cross the 
Atlantic on the special route given us 
by the admiralty (which was altered 
from time to time), submarines were 
again and again reported, and always 
on our route. I did not hear of one 


submarine being reported anywhere 
else in the North Atlantic. 

A few hours out of port a U-boat 
was heard talking to another close to 
the convoy. Evidently they had been 
lying in wait for us and failed to find 
us in God’s fog. 

For three days and nights the fog 
continued. Submarines were around 
us, and more than once we had orders 
to change our route on their account. 

On the fourth day the weather 
cleared, but in the afternoon we re- 
ceived reports of two submarines 
ahead of us, one to starboard and the 
other to port of our route. We held to 
our course, keeping a sharp lookout, 
and passed safely between them at 
the darkest hour of the night. 

More submarines were reported and 
our route was changed in conse- 
quence. The admiralty wirelessed a 
drastic alteration of course which we 
had just carried out when another 
message came telling us that sub- 
marines had been located forty miles 
ahead of us on our new route. 

We were told to hold on and keep a 
sharp lookout for them. As we were 
steaming about thirteen knots it 
meant that in three hours’ time we 
should be among those submarines. 
Our own arm was weak, but we 
leaned on one stronger, the arm of 
God. 

As the orders came through the 
atmosphere began to thicken. The fog 
became heavier and heavier until 
when we arrived at the spot where the 
submarines were reported to be, it was 
dense. It then gradually lifted until 
three hours later, forty miles beyond 
the danger spot, it cleared altogether. 

The Lord said to Job: “Who hath 
begotten the drops of dew?” May we 
all reply with Job, “I know that thou 
canst do everything.” 

The forenoon of the following day 
we received the last warning of dan- 
ger. Enemy airplanes were 170 miles 
to the west of us. I afterwards learned 
that they had been sent especially to 
find and bomb us. That evening “Lord 
Haw Haw” announced that the Ger- 
mans had carried out their threat and 
that every ship in the convoy had been 
sunk. But aboard my ship about 200 
officers and men attended a voluntary 
thanksgiving service and altogether

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It is only elementary to state that 
the over-all objective of all educa- 
tional training is to equip mankind to 
“make a living,” a better living; to 
provide the means for leading a hap- 
pier existence while on this earth 
pending the return of the King of 
kings and Lord of lords. Step by step 
through the ages the skill and arts of 
man have been given by the eternal 
One to be developed with this end in 
view. 

The major efforts of the only wise 
God have been directed to the human 
family to take advantage of the forces 
and products of His creation for the 
sole benefit of human beings. The idle 
and wretched folly of any other prin- 
cipal objective is evident as men fight 
on. Hence, the _ techniques,’ the 
mechanical processes used prelimi- 
narily to acquire enlightenment are 
merely the means to the desired end 
and not the principal thing itself. 

Some human beings claim heaven 
as their inheritance without a vision 
as to what heaven is like. Nor have 
they at least a vague estimate of its 
populance quality, neither an under- 
standing of the demanded citizenship 
to be attained to obtain such inheri- 
tance. Such groping in the dark 
is certainly not education. It is, 
though, dire ignorance. But we are, 
in a sense, beside the point of thought, 
though it may do to convey our ob- 
jective point. 

It is well, however, at this point to 
clearly distinguish between the pro- 
cesses of training and products 
to be derived from it. There seems to 
be little doubt among “thinking men” 
that something is wrong. The result 
intended by the layman is not being 
obtained. The skills gained through 
training are not being used to provide 
a better life and more happiness. To 
the contrary, they are being devoted 
to destruction and misery. Then, we 
can reasonably conclude that there is 
an unseen force behind the intent of 
the ordinary layman which works dis- 
traction with cunning  subtleness. 
Hence, “the mystery of iniquity that 
worketh.” 2 Thess. 2:7. There seems to 
be a cunning deceit under cover in 
our even basic educational system. 
Gen. 3:6, “And when the woman saw 
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that the tree was good for food, and to 
be desired to make one wise, she ate of 
it.” The agent that works this thing 
to counteract the intent of purpose 
causes the victim to acknowledge that 
it is good and it is done so intelligently 
subtle that the victim sees that it is 
good, for the woman saw that it was 
good, even desirable. Thus the spirit 
of error is in vogue. Hereby know we 
the spirit of truth, and the spirit of 
error. 1 John 4:6. 

It appears that the most advanced 
nations have decidedly minimized the 
spiritual values of education.. And 
those of us that are keeping up know 
decidedly that this very thing is true. 
This phase of education has gradually 
come to stress only the cold, mechani- 
cal skills. It is overlooked that void of 
the proper spirit, the great force that 
develops from intense training (edu- 
cation so-called) of the human being 
is a dangerous force as well as cun- 
ning. The current world struggle 
and destruction make it clear that 
this force is not providing the intended 
purpose and objective desired of God’s 
creation, but just the opposite. The 
best educated nation became the most 
warlike—the most efficient killers, 
and creating the greatest trouble for 
all other groups. The belligerent na- 
ture of the natural man will and does 
arise as he goes stumbling along life’s 
journey without the new birth which 
is heaven, giving him a vision of 
heaven, his rightful home. The same 
spirit of education has attained its de- 
Sire in all other groups, only in a 
somewhat less degree, perraps—or the 
education of other groups was in some 
way deferred. And there is no frame- 
work of man’s in sight to correct these 
horrible errors made by education 
having not the spirit. 

If you should rise up and condemn 
education, even the type of education 
now being propagated by our civilized 
nations (so-called), you, probably, 
would be adjudged a fit subject for 
psychiatrists. 

The system of education now in 
vogue has come to be regarded as the 
very best—ultra of, if not synonymous 
with, our vaunted civilization. The 
best educated in the prevailing tech- 
niques are counted decidedly to be 
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the most highly civilized—ultra social. 
Though, on thorough re-examination 
of the results of the process used 
it proves to be a cold fact that we are 
wanting, and do not possess the white 
raiment—sufficient to cover’ the 
shame of our nakedness. So men fight 
on. (Rev. 3:18.) Yes, the prevailing 
system of education in error has 
brought on this blood bath now un- 
folding before our eyes. 

An examination of the breathing 
spell from actual hostilities that in- 
tervened between World War One and 
World War Two does not put the pre- 
vailing method of education in com- 
mendable light. During the first ten 
years following the first world con- 
flict there was an example of mad 
competition of greed and lust to pile 
up wealth never before witnessed in 
the history of mankind. It was in ut- 
ter disregard of the suffering and 
misery of the majority of humanity 
who had just gone through poverty’s 
wretched misery for four years. Now 
this is credited to our own nation. In- 
cidently, the writer was in Russia 
during the first World War and ob- 
served the pain and anguish that fol- 
lowed in the wake of war’s aftermath, 
with the price of goods shipped from 
our nation so high till it was an omen 
of sorrow instead of comfort. But 
mockery came home to us. The com- 
paratively few who directed and con- 
trolled this era of speculation and 
high profits overdid themselves with 
the nation’s approval, and the climax 
came in the form of economic chaos 
during which there was another ten 
years on new universal poverty and 
suffering here in America. Thus, in 
this twenty-year period modern edu- 
cation was not able to do what it was 
intended to do. 

Depression and poverty follow war, 
then war follows poverty and depres- 
sion, to give the world another regime 
of prosperity drenched in blood. There 
is right now very little unemployment 
in the so-called civilized world. People 
are working. Let us take a look 
through and see what they are mak- 
ing. Are they manufacturing and pro- 
ducing to make mankind happy and 
prosperous? We know that they are

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GOD IS STILL WORKING IN 
HAITI 


Following is a part of a letter re- 
ceived from Brother Kluzit in Haiti, 
which explains a little of how God is 
working in their midst. The references 
here to Brother and Sister Archer are 
to Rev. and Mrs. J. W. Archer, for- 
merly in Mexico, who were just pass- 
ing through there and are now in the 
Dominican Republic ready to take up 
their work. 

You will note the references to the 
radio program. We have a radio pro- 
gram going out regularly there in 
French and one in Creol. Be sure to 
read what Brother Kluzit says. 

“Sunday, November 19, the Church 
in Port-au-Prince was packed to over- 
flowing for the evening service. At 
the altar call so many came for con- 
version and sanctification that one 
young man called to Sister Kluzit, 
who was moving about among the 
seekers encouraging them to pray, and 
said to her, ‘I want to be converted 
tonight, but I can’t find any place to 
kneel.’ Truly the front was crowded 
with seekers to within the first six 
rows of benches. Sister Kluzit said, 
‘Come with me, I’ll find a place for 
you.’ She then led him to a place next 
to the steps leading to the platform 
and asked me to pray with him. At 
the end of the prayer, I saw his face 
radiant with joy and assurance that 
he was a child of God, forgiven of his 
sins and born from above. 

“This past week Brother Etienne, a 
shoemaker, who has opened up a 
house for preaching near his home, 
was hurrying to church for an eve- 
ning service when a man stopped him. 
He said to Brother Etienne, ‘I want 
to be converted.’ Brother Etienne said, 
‘I’ll come to your house to pray with 
you tomorrow for you see I am hurry- 
ing to church. Today is Wednesday 
and the radio program is about to be- 
gin and I would not like to miss it. I'll 
come early tomorrow morning to your 
house.’ But the man would not be put 
off. ‘No, you must come right now. 
When a man wants to be converted, 
you must pray with him then and 
there.’ ‘All right,’ said the brother, ‘T’ll 
go with you now.’ While praying at 
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the man’s house, where his entire 
family accepted the Lord, one by one 
people began filling up the house, un- 
til there was such a hungry group of 
people desiring God that Brother 
Etienne spent the whole evening 
preaching and praying with all that 
came. 


“The following evening, Thursday, 
after our radio-choir rehearsal, Sis- 
ter Kluzit and I went to Brother 
Etienne’s house for service. Last night, 
Tuesday, November 21, Brother and 
Sister Archer also went with us. Both 
times there was a large crowd who 
listened very attentively. The house 
he is building for services does not 
have the walls up, and fortunately, 
because all the people could not have 
possibly squeezed in. About three or 
four times more people were standing 
bareheaded out in the yard, in the 
open, under the starlit sky, than could 
have crowded under the roof. Last 
night Brother and Sister Archer just 
felt they should preach to them in 
Spanish to reach their hearts, but 
Sister Kluzit, naturally, had to inter- 
pret for them. The people were able 
to feel the love these good mission- 
aries have for them. Already a good 
work has been begun here, with many 
converted and helping to bring others 
to Christ. There were about three 
hundred fifty who attended the 
preaching, where just a month ago 
salvation was unheard of. 

“This missionary spirit is prevalent 
more and more here in Port-au- 
Prince. Every Sunday morning, groups 
of lay missionaries go out to various 
places where they hold services, to 
encourage the work. Last Sunday 
there were five such groups and the 
places some of them go require all day 
to get there and to return. Usually, 
they start very early Sunday morning 
but, even then, they do not usually 
return in time for the evening service. 
Then, in the afternoon twelve other 
groups hold their own services in 
homes of their districts and in this 
way reach many people who would 
not otherwise be coming to church. 
Today, as it has been since we first 
arrived seven years ago, the testimony 
of new converts is, ‘Why didn’t we 
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hear of this wonderful salvation in 
Jesus Christ before?’ 

“The glowing reports that come 
back from these trips and outside 
services encourage our hearts and 
make us realize that the power of the 
gospel is being demonstrated with the 
salvation of untold numbers of souls 
here in Haiti. The roll call in heaven 
will tell the hosts of the saved by these 
means. Praise God! All we want is to 
be emptied vessels with the flame of 
the Holy Spirit burning within and a 
testimony like the ringing trumpets 
of Gideon’s three hundred faithful— 
faithful to the call of God and burn- 
ing with zeal for the perishing. For if 
our gospel is hid, it is hid to souls 
that are perishing without hope—lost 
in despair, perishing in their sins, 
without Christ the Savior who died to 
set them free. 

“A week ago a young man called 
Pastor Lacombe early in the morning 
out of his bed, to come to his home 
for he and his wife had decided they 
must have salvation because they 
could not go on the way they were 
going. They had been listening faith- 
fully to the radio for several weeks 
and finally had come under such 
great conviction of sin that all night 
they could not sleep. As soon as it was 
light enough, about 4:30 in the morn- 
ing, they had sought out Brother La- 
combe. It was so good to hear their 
glowing testimony last Sunday. What 
deliverance they found! joy un- 
bounded and overflowing! They made 
such a happy picture—the young 
man holding a baby in his arms and 
smiling with that joy unspeakable and 
full of glory that only can be found 
on the face of a person who knows 
Christ as his personal Savior. 

“Throughout the country, these ra- 
dio programs are looked forward to 
with great expectation and with won- 
derful results for God and eternity. 

“May the Lord bless you. Will write 
to you again in a few days.

and Simeon that was called Niger, and 
Lucius of Cyrene, and Manaen, which 
had been brought up with Herod the 
tetrarch, and Saul. As they ministered 
unto the Lord, and fasted, the Holy 
Ghost said, Separate me Barnabas 
and Saul for the work whereunto I 
have called them,” Acts 13:1, 2. 

In this passage the Holy Ghost calls 
men out from among other prophets 
and teachers as foreign missionaries, 
and then requires of the Church that 
they be separated, consecrated or or- 
dained to that work for which He has 
called them. But this is not all of the 
work of the Church in their behalf, 
for you will note that they are also 
sent by the Church. “And when they 
had fasted and prayed, and laid their 
hands on them, they sent them away,” 
Acts 13:3. 

Approximately sixteen years after 
Paul’s ordination by the Church, he 
acknowledged the order of his call 
and ordination as a missionary in his 
address to the Romans. Listen how it 
reads, “Paul, a servant of Jesus Christ, 
called to be an apostle, separated unto 
the gospel of God,” Romans 1:1. It 
must be noted that Paul is addressing 
himself to the Romans (foreigners), 
and he is careful in his address to give 
unto them in the very beginning his 
credential from Jesus Christ, the Holy 
Ghost and the Church. It could have 
been and is easily summed up in these 
words, “Paul, a bondman of Jesus 
Christ, called by the Holy Spirit, or- 
dained unto the gospel of God and 
sent out by the Church.” 

THE MISSION OF THE CHURCH 

Dr. Oswald Smith wisely said, “The 
mission of the church is missions.” 
There is nothing else to offer as a sub- 
stitute. The Church may have many 
things added into its program which 
may not be directly coupled with mis- 
sions, but if it cannot in some way be 
so linked, the Church had certainly 
better drop that part of its program. 

The spirit of missions is the life of 
the Church, and that church which 
has such a spirit will be like the clear 
water of a river, giving drink to the 
thousands of acres of vegetation, to 
satisfy hunger, to quench the thirst of 
millions of human beings, to turn the 
wheels of industry, to turn the great 
dynamoes that furnish us light, and 
finally to offer its bosom as an avenue 
of commerce for home and foreign 
use. 

Will the Church be true to her com- 
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mission, “Go ye therefore and teach 
all nations,” Matt. 28:19? “Go ye into 
all the world, and preach the gospel 
to every creature,’ Mark 16:15? Or to 
this explanation and injunction, “But 
ye shall receive power after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon yout: and ye 
shall be witnesses unto me both in 
Jerusalem, and in Judea, and in Sa- 
maria, and unto the uttermost part 
of the earth” (Text) ? 


I feel like saying to the Church of 
God as a whole, with the apostle Paul, 
“We then as workers together with 
him, beseech you also that ye receive 
not the grace of God in vain.” May 
God help us that we shall be a party 
to a great missionary movement that 
will hasten the gospel to every crea- 
ture throughout the world.

not. If our education can produce 
prosperity only in warfare, then it has 
made a race of only smart savages, 
leaving us in greater reproach and in 
danger of being destroyed by the al- 
mighty God with all the other nations 
that have forgotten Him. St. John 
17:17 says, “Sanctify them through 
thy truth: thy word is truth.” EDU- 
CATE THEM. In full light of this text 
we are to become acquainted with God 
to the extent that we are to 
know Him; become perfectly familiar 
with Him; attain the knowledge of His 
greatness, His ableness to do for us 
and through us; accomplish His pur- 
pose in us; KNOW that God hath set 
apart him that is godly for Himself. 
(Psa. 4:3) Then KNOW God! Become 
SANCTIFIED — SET APART FOR 
GOD—EDUCATED UNTO GOD 
FOR THE PURPOSE THAT GOD PUR- 
POSED IN YOU FOR’ HIMSELF AC-

There followed Him a very great 
multitude of people, including women 
who also bewailed and lamented Him. 
Jesus turning unto them said, “Daugh- 
ters of Jerusalem, weep not for me, 
but weep for yourselves and for your 
children.” 

When they came to the place where 
He was to be crucified it was about 
nine o’clock Friday morning. There 
they laid the rough cross upon the 
ground and with cruel and unmerci- 
ful hands stretched the already tired, 
worn, and fatigued body of the Son of 
God, and drove the huge iron nails 
through His hands and His feet into 
the wooden cross. 

He had no sleep nor rest the night 
before. The early part of the night had 
been spent with His disciples in the 
room of the holy supper. The middle 
part of the night had been spent in 
the Garden in terrible agony of soul 
and prayer. The last part of the night 
had been spent in the hands of His 
enemies. 

He had already suffered in the gar- 
den under the weight of a sinful world 
until He had sweated great drops of 
blood. He had been smitten, crowned 
with thorns, and scourged until His 
physical strength was about exhaust- 
ed. He had already shed blood through 
the pores of His skin, from His thorn- 
pierced brow and his badly beaten 
and mangled back under the power of 
a Roman scourge. All this suffering 
was not in vain and is not to be over- 
looked in the redemption of man. 

The body of Christ was now sus- 
pended between the heavens and the 
earth, with many of the rulers stand- 
ing by deriding Him, the Roman sol- 
diers mocking and offering Him vine- 
gar to drink, many of the disciples in 
fear and hiding, Pilate in fear and 
trembling, and his wife at home weep- 
ing. The good women who had fol- 
lowed Christ unto the end were stand- 
ing in the distance weeping. It was 
a terrible day. God, looking down 
from heaven upon the horrifying 
scene, after about three hours blotted 
out the light of the sun, and dark- 
ness covered all the face of the earth 
unto the end, which was the ninth 
hour.
